The Great Creator, to heighten his

And out 
of the Ground the Lord God Cats 
fed to grom every Tree that is pleaſant 
to the ſight, and good for Food: The 
Tree of Life alſo in the midit of the 
Garden, and the Tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Evil. In this Garden was 
Adam put, and in it was Eve Crea- 
ted and given to him as à Compani- 
| | Ole 
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on,: For although Moſes, in the Sa- 


cred Hiſtory, brings in the Planting 
of this Garden, and the making of 
Ede, after the finiſhing of the Cre- 
ation, yet we cannot doubt but both 
fell within the Six days. God then 
finiſhing his work, and in the Garden 
Adam and Eve being placed even in 
the Eirthly Paradice; whatever was 


deſireable in reſpect of their preſent - 
State, they enjoyed; yet withall it 


was, I conceive, Figurative- of the 
Kingdom- State, when all things ſhall 
be fubject to jeſas Chriſt - For al- 
though in this Earthly Paradice, or 
Garden of Eden, the Tree of Life was 

laced, which figured ont the Lord 
feſus Chriſt ; - yet we do not find 


they did eat of that Tree, but being - 


fallen, a Flaming Sword was placed 
to Guard it againſt them; for as they 
enjoyed that Farthly Paradice, upon 
the Terms of their perfect Obedience, 
to which, by their forbearance of the 
Tree of Knowlede of Gocd and Evil, 
they had a right, but being fallen,

Holy Men do carry this to Eternity, 
but I doubt not but to make it ap. 
pear that it relates to a Kingdom. 
ſtate upon Earth, and that before the 
Kingdom is delivered up to the Fa- 
ther. But we mult reſerve that to 
its proper place; and return to take 
a further view of the Two Families 
before Sin entered. 

| have already given a hint of the 
Habitation of theſe Two Familics, 
and the ſuitableneſs of their Habita- 
tions to their Natures. Which Work- 
manſhip being fihiſhed, the Word 
tells us, Gen. 1. 31. And God law e- 
very thing that he had made, and be- 
hold it was very good. In this ſtate, 
the Two Families without the interpo- 
ſition of any other Head, depended 


immediately upon God himſelf, and 


had the continuance of their Being, 
and their Preſervation, from the im- 
mediate act iugs of the Properties of 
the Divine Nature, wv hereby they 
were made: And their depeudance on 


God. 


God was by Vertne of that Law of 
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Moral Obedience, which was implant- 
ed on the powers of their ſeveral 
Natures by God himſelff. 
proceed next to Treat a little of 
the Fall of Angels,” and their Malice 
and Enmity againſt Gods Work- 
manſhip here below. God the Fa- 
ther, before the World received its 
Being, baving appointed his Son to 
the place of Headſnhip to the Two 
Families of his Creatures which he 
intended to Create ; that he might 
be a ſuitable Head to each of them, 
was pleaſed that the Divine Nature 
ſhould be vailed in the Human, in or- 
der to bring a nigher  Famillarity 
betwixt God and the Creatures - Be- 
ing thus vail'd, although he had not 
then actually taken Mans Nature up- 
on him, he was perhaps propounded 
to the Holy Angels as their Head in 
his Two Natures in one Perſon, but 
was refuſed by a great part of chem, 
as { conceive ; whochoſe rather to put 
themſelves under a Head of their 
own, or one amongſt themlſelves ; 
who is therefore, called the Prince of 
Darkzeſs,. as being, the Head of thoſe 
TCC = 2 I 
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that fell from their Obligation and 
Obedience to their Creator, John 8. 
44. He was 4 Murderer from the Be. 
ginning, (that is, from the time of 
his Apoſtacy from God) and abode 


not in Truth, becauſe there is no Truth 


in him. When he ſpeaketh a Lye, he 
ſpeaketh of his own 1 for he is a Tyar, 
and the Father of it. Now to open 
the Change that fell upon the Apo- 
ſtate Angels, which kept not their 
Firſt State, but voluntarily gave up 
their own Habitation, by their Diſo- 
bedience; I ſhall conſider the Words 
of the Apoſtle Peter, in his Second 
Epiſtle 2. 4. For if God ſpared not the 
Angels that Sinned, but cas them down 
to Hell, and Delivered them into Chains 
of Darkneſs, to be'reſerved unto Judg- 
ment. Their change of place compa- 
red with what it was before, may go 
under the CharaQter of Hell : Before 
their Fall, they were in the Heaven 
of Glory, attending upon the Throne 
of God, continually Miniftring unto 
him; but now caſt down under the 
Firmament, into the Airy Region, 
vaworthy to partake of that Glory 
above; arid therefortecalled the Prince 


of

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of the Power of the Air, Eph. 2. 2. 
they are {aid to be Delivered into 
Chains of Darkneſs, that is, Afflicted 
with the pain of loſs and ſenſe : The 
Providence of God. holding them in 
this condition, they may be compared 
to Malefa&ors, who under the Ap- 
prehenſion of future Judgment become 
Obdurate in their Wickedneſs, de- 
ſpairing of Deliverance, being in this 
Miſerable - Condition; whatever Li- 
berty Divine Providence ſhall allow 
them, before their further Confine- 
ment, they reſolve upon improving, 
not only in ſtrengthning themſelves 
in their Wickedneſs, but to draw 
the Family here below, into the ſame 
condition with themſelves; and in or- 
der to it, their Prince whom Chriſt 
calls a Liar, and a Murderer from 
the Beginning, John 8. 44. pointing 
at the Firſt Temptation; making 
uſe of his Angelical Policy, creeps in- 
to the Body of that Beaſt which is 
called the Serpent, and by Deceit pre- 
vails over Eve, that ſhe leaves her 
Dependance upon her Creator, and 
follows his Serpentine Councel; and 
being Fallen, —_ her Husband in- 
ee to

to Sin with her; by which a ſudden 
change was brought upon God's 
Workmanſhip. here below, (for it was 
otherwiſe with the Family above, 
than it was with the Family here be- 
low z) for the Angels being Created 
at once in reſpet of their Number; 
the going off of a part of them from 
the ſtate in which they were Created, 
was no loſs to the other that ſtood, 
either in their Habitation, or their 


Perſons, or the Work and Service 


they were called to, in Minſtring to 
their Creator; but on the contrary, 
giving themſelves up to the Go- 
vernment of the Son of God, in a 
way of Condeſcending Grace, to ac- 
cept of the Enjoyment of God, through 
a Mediator, they thereby become ſe- 
cured by an Act of Grace, in their 
ſtanding to Eternity. But it was o- 
therwiſe with the Creation here be- 
low, for Adam being Lord over all the 
other Creatures, ſinning againſt God, 
forfeited that Honour that his Crea 
tor had but lately given to him. 
The Creatures now refuſe their former 
Obedience, and become Rebellious a- 
gainſt him, and at Enmity amongſt 

. themſelves

themſelves : He that had an Earth- 
ly Paradice to Walk in, wherein 
grew every Tree that was pleaſant 
to the ſight, and good for Food, and 
(as I aid) this Paradice was a figure 
of a Paradice which ſhall exceed it 
in Beauty and Glory. He 1s turned 
out of the former, and wholly a 
ſtranger to the means of obtain- 
ing the latter. He is turned in- 
to Earth "from whetice he was 
taken, which brought forth every 
thing in its kind of its own 
accord, but now is put under 
the Curſe of Barrenneſs for his ſakes 
ſo that by the ſweat of his Browes he 
mut get his Bread. And if we confider 
him in reſpe& of. his Soul; that is 
now over-run with the Leproſie of 
Sinz The Image of God being de- 
facd, his Soul carries in it all the 
ſeeds of Luft, for Satan continually 
to faſten his Temptations upon ; and 
his Soul being deprived of Commu- 
nion with bis Creator, his Body is 


made Subject to a Natural Death; 


and Soul and Body under the Sen- 
tence of Eternal Death.

Evil Spirits, the Inhabitants of the

Man is Born ts Trouble, as the Sparks 
ny upwards.. He is expoſed to ſo ma- 
ny Troubles both inward and out- 
ward, as if he were Born to no other 
End: Affliction by reaſon of Sin, is 
as it were his conſtant Companion. 
But Alas! A Deſcription of the Mi.

For we know 
that the while Creation Groaneth and 
Travaileth in Pain until now. And not 
only they, but our ſelves alſo, which h

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CHAP. II 


When ſral this New World begin, 
and how long ſhall it continue 
without Diſturbance ? | 


T5 New World begins, when the 
1 Time allotted by Divine Provi- 

dence, for the continuance of 
the Fourth Monarchy is expired ; for 
as the Lord Jeſus Chriſt was put to 
Death, under tlie firſt Imperial Head 
of the Fourth Monarchy, ſo at his Se- 
cond Perſonal Appearance, he puts an 
End to it, in its Spiritual Antichriſti- 
an Head; and ſets up his own King- 
dom in the Ruin of it. 2 Theſ. 2.8. 
And then fball that Wicked be Reveal- 
ed, whom the Lord ſhall Conſume with 
the Spirit of bis Mouth, and ſhall De- 
ſtroy with the Brightneſs of his Comm. 
God the Father for the Magnifying 
of his Grace and Goodneſs, deſigning 
to gather all things into a; ſtate of 
Reſtitution under this New Head, the 


Lord, lf 


Lord Jeſus Chriſt, for the Conſolati- 


on of all his Saints, for whom the 


Glory of this New World, under 
Chriſt their Head, is chiefly received, 


was pleaſed firſt to give to We- 
buchadnexxar, Dan. 2. from the 28. 
to the 46. a viſion under the figure 


of a Great Image; and ſecondly to 


Daniel in a Viſion of Four great 
Beaſts, Dan. 7. from 2, to the 27, 
the Four Monarchies or Kingdoms, 
where the Members of Chrift ſhould 
have their Being in a Suffering ſtate, 
that ſo the Servants of God, who 


ſhould be enlightned in thoſe Myſte- 


ries, might let the Church know how 


the time of her Suffering Pilgrimage 


paſt away; eſpecially when it was 


_ nigh its End; Dan. 12. 4. But thou 


O Daniel, ſhut ap the Words, and Seal 
the Book, even to the time of the End; 
many ſhall run to and fro, and Know- 
ledge ſhall be increaſed. For the Prin- 
cipal Deſign of theſe Two Viſions to 
Nebuchadnezzar and Daniel, of the 
Four Monarchies, was for the Service 
of the Church: There were many 0- 
ther great Kingdoms in the World, 
who fell not under thoſe a 

but 
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Ibut the Church of Chriſt not reſiding 
in them; Prophecy concerns not it- 
Iſelf with them. 
| Monarchies 


The firſt Three 
concerned the Fewiſh 
church; as Firſt, The Babylonians, re- 
preſented by the Head of Gold in the 


Great Image, Dan. 2. 38. and like a 


Lion, ch. 7. 4. Secondly, The Meads 
and Perſians, by the great Images Breaſt 
and Arms of Silver, ch. 2. 32. and 
the Beaſt like a Bear, ch. 7. . Third- 
ly, The Grecians by 
of Braſs, ch. 2. 32. and the Beaſt like 
4 Leopard, ch. 7, 6. This Monarchy 
was Raiſed by Alexander the Great; 
but at his Death, Divided amongſt 
his Four Captains; ſet forth by the 
Four Horns of this Beaſt. viz. Prolomy, 


Seleucus, P hilippis, Autigonus. Fourthly 


the Roman in its firſt form by the Leg: 
of Iron: For the Kingdom of the 
Grecks falling under the Roman Yoke, 


became as a Leg to it; And altho'. 
for above Four Hundred Years after 


this, it continued under one Imperial 
Head; yet Prophecy looks upon it as 


an Empire, having Two parts, a 


Weſtern and Eastern; and accordingly 
it ſo ſetled, after the time of Conſtantine, 
* This 


the Belly and Thighs 
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red to a Beaſt Dreadful and Terrible, 
and ſtrong exceedingly; and it had 
great Iron Teeth: It devoured and 
brake in pieces, and ſtamped the reſi. 


due with the Feet of it, and it was 


diverſe from all the Beaſts that were 
before it. The Roman Armies being 
drawn out of the Northern Nations, 
are compared to Iron, for hardneſs and 
ſtrength ; and to Teeth of Iron, for their 
Cruelty: Under this Fourth Monar- 
chy, or Roman Power, in its Civil 
Imperial Head, was it, that the Lord 
of Glory was put to Death, and the 
New Teftament-Church, in the Apo- 
ſtles Days ſuffered : But, principally the 
Gentile Churches, in the time of the 
Ten Perlecutions. 
Secondly, If we come to this Fourth 


Monarchy, in its ſecond form, Prophe- 
cy makes great Remarks upon it, as 


it is preſented in the Images, Dan. 2. 
41, 42, 33. and as repreſented in the 
Horns, ch. 5. 24, 25. In both which 
places we may behold an Idolatrous 
Beaſt, invading the Magiſtratical and Ec+ 


cleſiaſtical Power, which it became a Spi- 


ricual 


This Roman Monarchy in its firſt 
Form, is in the 7. ch. 7. v. compa - 
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f ritual Head unto: And though the 


Civil Magiftrate, or the Rings that 
ſupported this Spiritual Read, con- 
ſidered in themſelves, retained the 
hardneſs of Iron; yet being ingaged 
in che intereſt of the Myry Clay, or 
Idolatrous Church, which in this 
great Image became part of the Toes 
with them, they thereby became un- 
able to do thole things, which they 
might have done, if they had been 
ſeit to their own Iron ſtrength.

But the New Jeruſalem 
being a thing of ſuch great concern 
to the Church, it is but darkly hinted 
at in ch. 20.

come next to Treat of this Holy 
City, the New Feruſalem. 

Firſt, As it is the Work manſhip of 
the Great God. When the Works of the 


Creation here below, came out of- the 


Creators hands, they were ſuited to the 
ſtate, in which Adam and Eve were Cre- 
ated, and wanted not any thing, to make 
their preſent condition comfortable ; but 
God in gathering all things under one 
New Head, the Lord jeſus Chriſt, 
provides a ſuitable Habitation for them,

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Rejoyce for Ever, in that which 1 Cre- 
For behold, I Create feruſalem 
a Rejoycing, and her People a J To 
ſhew the miſtake of thoſe Worthy 
Men, that do -refer the Accompliſh- 
ment of this Prophecy, to the ſetting 
up of the New Teſtament Church, 
which they call the New Heavens, 
and the New Earth, let a Parallel Text 
be Obſerved, viz. 2 Pet. 3. 12, 13. 
Looking for and haſtening unto the com- 
ming of the Day of God, wherein the 
Heavens being on Fire, ſhall be Diſſolved, 
and the Elements ſhall meit with fervent 
Heat: Nevertheleſs ive, according to 


tis Promiſe, look for New Heavens, aud 


a New Earth, wherein aweileth Rig hie- 
ouſneſs. If this Prophecy of 1/aiah' had 
referr'd to the ſetting up of the New 
Teſtament Church, the Apoſile Peter, 
had been concern'd in the Accompliſh- 
ment; but he rakes notice of the Pro- 
phets Words upon no ſuch account; 


but on the contrary, ſhews, that they 


intend a Change inthe Courlè of Nature,

ther Scriptures is the fecond Perional

It all became him alone, who is no

exceeds other Cities; no Human Art 
or Power was fit or capable of ſuch 
a Ve crk; it is beheld by John to Deſcend 
out of Heaven from God. Rev. 21. 10. 
Aud he carried me away in the Spirit 
% Great and tim Mountain, and 
emed me that Great City, the Holy 
teruialem, D:/ccaiize out of Heaven 
rem God, He is hot with Faul caught 
up into the Third Heaven, for to ice 
it, neither is the Heaven opened, as 
to Stefhen to behold it; but he is {et 
upon a great Mountain upon Earth, 
that he may have a clear Proſpect of 
ir, in its Deſcent out of Heaven from 


God, to its place on Earth appointed 
for it; He calls it, THAT GREAT 
CITY the Holy Feraſalem: The Al- 
wiſe Builder knew well the innumer- 
able Multitude of Citizens, that were 
to be Inhabitaats in it, and according- 
ly provides for them. We look up- 
on it to be a great City bailt by Men, 
if it contain Twenty Miles in Com- 
paſs; but how many Miles in Com- 
'| paſs is this City, which is built by 
God? Rev. 21. 15, 16. And he that 
talked with me, had a Golden Recd to 
meaſure the City and the Gates thereof 
and the Wall thereof. And the City 
lyzeth Four- ſquare, and the Length is as 
large as the Breadth: And he meaſured 
the City with the Reed, Twelve Thouſand 
Furlongs : The Length and the Bread: h, 
and the Height are equal. We have 
in thele Words, tue Trantcendant 
Greatneſs of this City ſet before us; 
and as it is Tranſcendant in its Great-. 
neſs, ſo it is likewiſe in the Glory of 
its Buildings. I fhall Record the 
Words of the Apoſtle, and io leave 
it with my Reader to feed his Medi- 
tation withal, to quicken his Beſſte af- 
ter a place in it, Rev. 21, 359 19,29, 
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and 21. And the Building of «the Wall 
was of Jaſper; and the City wat purt 
Gold, like unto clear Glaſs. And the 
Foundations of the Wall of the City 
were Garniſhed with all manner of Pre- 
cious Stone. The Firſt Foundation was 
Jaſper; the Second, Saphire; the Third, 
4 Chalcedony; the Fourth, an Emerald; 
the Fifth, Sardoni v; tbe Sixth, Sardi- 
#s; the Seventh, Chriſolite; the Eighth, 
Beril; the Nineth, a Topaz, the Tent, 
a Chriſophraſus; the Eleventh,, a Ja- 
. ein; the Twelfth, an Amethiſt. And 
the Twelve Gates were Twelve Pearls; 
every ſeveral Gate was one Pearl: And 
rhe ſtreet of the City was pure Gold, 
as it were Tranſparent Glaſs. 
Secondly, | ſhall Treat of the Citi- 
Zens of this Great and Glorious City; 
and they appear to be all the Elect 
that have been in the World, ever 
fince the Fall, thoſe that are Living 
when Chriſt comes, ſhall be changed: 
Some have thought that the Martyrs, 
that have ſuffered for Chrift, ſhouid 
only be railed to Reign with him, 
for a» Thovſagd Years; looking no 
farther thas Rev. 20, 4,5. And ] ſaw 
Thrones, and thry ſas upon them, and

This will put us upon a further En- 
quiry after that Earth that is to be 
Reſtored, which will appear to be 
the Territories of thoſe Beaſts Re- 
corded in Dan.

Queſtion II. What is meant by th 
taking away of the Dominion of thoſe 
Kings that out-live the utter Deſtruſti- 
on of the great Image. 


Anſwer, The taking away of th 
Magiſterial Power, by wiich Genti- 
liim was kept up in thoſe Kingdoms, 
and putting it into the hands of thoſe 
that are Converted, by the Glory of 
the New Jeruſalem, Iſaiah 62. 2, 3. 
And the Gentiles jhall ſee thy Righteonſ= 
neſs, ud all Kings thy Glory: And 


thou ſhalt be called by a new name, 


which the Mouth of the Lord ſhall name. 
Thou jhalt alfo be a Crown of Glory in 
the hand of the Lord, and a Royal Di- 
adem in the hand of thy God. The 
Converiiog of the Jews is too low for 
the Glory in theſe Words: For al- 
though their Converſion of the remote 
Heathen Nations, will be as Lie from 
the Dead, yet the Cloud that will 


hang over them from the power of 
15 the 
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the Dragon, Beaſt, and Falſe Prophet, 


with the Rings of the whole World 
of the great Image, under its Maho- 
metan and Pipal Heads, in Confedera- 
cy for their Deſtruction, Rev. 16. 
from the 12. to the 17. verſe, will be 
a Bar againſt ſoch a Glory here 
mentioned; fo that J cannot fee any 
hing to the contrary, but the Accom- 


pliſument of this Prophecy of Iſaiah, 
muſt be confined to the Deſcent of 


the New Jeruſalem. | 


Queſtion III. What 7s meant by the 
Lives of theſe Beaſts, being prolonged 
for a Seaſon and Time. | 


Anſwer. Their Kingdoms ſhall be 
ſpared from that utter DeſtruCtion that 
mall fall upon all the parts of the 
great Image, and remain as Kingdoms : 
Not in the ſtate of the New Jeruſa- 
lem; but reſtored ro a firſk Adams 
ſtate of Innocence, and that for a 
Thouſand Years under a new Head, 
the Lord jeſus Chriſt, ro add to the 
Glory of his Perſon and Kingdom. 
Having found out that part of the 
World, to which the promiſe of nin

The Prophet Hoſea ſpeaks of this 
Reſtitution, and by what means it is 
effected, in the 2.

And it 
(hall come to paſs in that Day, T will 
hear, ſaith the Lord God, I will hear 
the Heavens, and they ſhall hear the 
Earth, and the Earth ſhall hear the 
Corn, and the Wine, and they ſhalt hear 
Jezreel. There a is ſubordination of 
cauſes : All ſecond cauſes do in their 
ranks move, as moved by him; the 
Heavens call upon him; at this time of 
Reſtitution, for thoſe Sweet — 

| that 
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that they had ar their firſt Creation ; and 
the Earth calls to the Heavens, that 
by its iwect and plealant de ws it may 
gain its Þrit fruitfulneſs; and the Corn, 
or the chings that grow upon the Earth, 
call to the Earth to give forth its 


ſtrength; and Fezrec/, or thoſe. that 


{ive upon the Earth, call to the fruits of 
it, that they may be ſatisfied, as Adam and 
Eve was in innocency without Toil and 


Labour. Compare this with Joel 3. 18. 


And it ſhall come to paſs in that Day, that 
the Mountains ſhall drop down New. Wine, 
and the Hills ſhall flow with Mill, and all 
the Rivers of Fudah ſhall flow with Waters, 
and a Fountain ſhall come forth out of the 


Houſe of the Lord, and ſhall Water the | 


Valley of Shittem. I ſhall from theſe 
Words obſerve Theſe Two things, 
Firſt, That under an Allegory of 
the Mountains droping New Wine, 
and the Hills flowing with Milk, we 


have the fruitfulneſs of the New Earth. 


Secondly, From the Rivers of Fndah 
flowing with Waters, and a Fountain 


coming forth of the Houſe of the Lord, 
and Watering the Valley of Shittim, 


The New Feruſalem ſtate, the Re- 
ſtitution of the Earths Fertility, being 


lubſer vient to its Glory. Secondl, 
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Secondly, ia this Reſtitution the in- 
a3imate Creatures ſhall be delivered 
from that Mifery, which came upon 
them by the Fall, Rom. 8. 20. For the 
Creature was made ſubject to Vanity, not 
willingly, but by reaſon of him who hath 
Subjected the ſame in hope, Let My 
Reader obſerve, how by the Creature 
can't be meant the Rational Creatures, 


as Adam and Eve: Were not they MM 
willingly brought into Sin, and ſo he- 


came lyable to that Miſery, that is the 


Mages of it? The Creature here men- 


tioned, was not made fubject to Vanity 
willingly : A thing is ſubject ro Vanity, 
when ft anſwers not the End for which 
it was Created; not willingly, of its own 
accord, or of its proper iuſtinct and In- 
clination - For what the Will is in the 
Rational Creature, that the inclination is 
in the inanimate Creature. The [nanj- 
mate Creatures were made ſubject to 
thoſe Miſeries which they have endured 
by the entrance of Sin- Not as having 


any concern in it; but by reaſon of him 
that ſubjected the ſame in hope; that is, 


by an Act of Gods Sovereign Power, 
who may diſpoſe of the Creation as he 
pleafeth : Altho' by his Sovereign 

Power 
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Power, he hath doue this, to put all the 


inanimate Creatures into a State of Va- 
DITY, and ſubject to Miſery, under which 
they groin; yet there is ground to hope 
and =xpect that the Creature ſhal} re- 
turn again to its former Eſtate, wherein 
it was created, and that it ſhould be de- 
livered and reſtored into a better con- 
dition, as in the rext v. Becauſe the 


Creature it {elf alſo, ſhall be. delivered 


from the Bondage of Corruption, into the 


Glorious Liberty of the Children of God. 


Not that they can partake of the Glory 
of the Children in the New Jeruſalem, but 


while the Children with Chriſt their 


Head, do enjoy unſpeakable Glory in 
an immortal ſtate ; in the New Feru- 
ſalem, they partake of a perfect Li- 
berty and Freedom; and that which 
puts the greater Luſtre and Glory up- 
on this freedom, is the time that it falls 
in withal, and that New Head the Lord 
Jeſus Chrift, under whoſe Peaceable 
Reign they enjoy this freedom, With 


this agrees the Teſtimony of the Pro- 


phet Iſaiah 11. 6, 7, 8. The Wolf ſhall 


awell with the Lamb, and the Leopard 
hall lie down with the Kid: And the 


Calf and the young Lion, and the Fatling 
de hs together,

together, and a little Child hall lead them. 
And the Cow and the Bear ſhall feed, their 
young ones ſhall lye down together, and the 


Lyon ſhall eat ſtraw like the Ox. And the Ii 


ſucking Child ſhall play on the hole of the 
Aſp, and the weaned Child ſhall put his 
hand on the Ceckatrice-din, In the iſt 
verſe of this 11- Chapter, we have ſet 
before us, from whom the Meſſiah was 
to reecive his human nature; that he 
ſhould as a branch grow out of Yeſſe*s 
root ; heſhould be his Sced according to 
the Fleſh. The 2, and 3. ver/es, ſhews 
the Excellent qualifications that ſhould 
be in him, to fit him, as a King, for 
Rule and Government. The 4. v. ſnews 
the Nature of his Publick entrance, into 
his Kingdom, when he ſhall ſmite the 
Earth with the Rod of his Mouth, and. 
with the Breath of his Lips ſhall be flay 
the Wicked. The 5. verle ihews the Fx- 
cellency of his Government, in the King... 
dom ſtate, And Righteouſneſs ſhall ve rhe 
Girdle of his Loins, and Faithfulne ſa the 
Girdle of bis Reins, What Chriſtian 


Jill Allegorize theſe Verſes, and not 
acknowledge that the true meaning. of 


theſe Words 15 contained in the very 
Letter? And is it not as clear the 6, 
7, and 
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7, and 8. verſes, Which ſpeaks of Peace 


amongſt the inanimate Creatures, will 
have its accompliſhment in the letter 
likewiſe? If we are but guided by the 


Apoſtle Paul in the 8. of the Rom. and 


21. v. Becauſe the Creature it ſelf alſo 
ſhall be delivered from the Bondage of 
Corruption, into the Glorious Liberty of the 
Children of God. The deſtroying the 
letter of this Prophecy (which we ſhould 


always have a ſpecial Regard unto, to 


{eek after, before we meddle to Allego- 
rize the word) and the miſplacing its 
Accompliſhments, is that by which this 
great truth of the inanimate Creatures 
Reſtauration, to that ſtate which they 


were in before the fall, hath been loſt. 


Thirdly, Come we to the Reſtauration 
of the Rational Creature that ſhall be 
upon that part of the Earth, which is to 
be Reſtored, and theſe as to their Bo- 
dies (I Judge) will be freed from Pain, 


Sickneſs and Death, during the Thou- 
land Years: For look what was the
